Since Marquette, in 1672, gave to the 
world the account of bis discovery, 
the existence of a secret sacred cere- 
only to a few of the tribes of America 
—has bf®” well authenticated. That 
it bas an antiquity far remote from 
1672 is easily proven, and that, it 
reached a high degree of efficiency 
can be judged by the wonderful Hako 
ceremony of the Pawnees. 
Probably no cult or secret society 
among the Indiana was so elaborate, 
so thoroughly system ized end so 
universally revered as the Hako. 
Of­ 
ten the ceremonial extended jver tit 
days. It was divided 
into 
twenty 
sections or degrees. It 
was based 
upon a belief In a Deity, was celebrat­ 
ed to promote life, plenty and off­ 
spring to the tribe and to establish a 
bond of friendship and peace between 
chm* or tribes. Every element of the 
ceremony partook of the spiritual and 
wan far removed from war md the 
war and warpath, It was followed 
closely by every tribe and in no case 
wan a variation of the rite known 
from its original intent To the In­ 
dians its place as a society had t i 
firm a hold upon their ideals as the 
Masonic fraternity la s today up the 
civilised world. The beauties of Hr 
ritual, the sweetness of its melodies 
and its profoundly spiritual aspect 
baa been the wonder and admiration 
of every student of the rites. 
A brief description of the degrees 
follows: 
First—Making the Hako, or the 
prayer for offspring. The ceremony 
described an ideal borne without chil­ 
dren and prays for their coming and 
their opening litany wan 
“We heed as unto Thee we call, 
Oh, send to us Thy potent aid! 
Help us, Oh, Holy place above! 
We heed as unto Thee we call. 
Second—The selection of the Son. 
The Pawnees believed there was an 
invisible world accessible to man, but 
that the selection o f the Son was not 
left exclusively to the father. Corn 
was considered the mother while the 
eagle represented the father and the 
song in this degree was rendered to 
mother corn. 
Third—Sending 
the 
messengers. 
Four messengers were selected by the 
father among 
his 
relatives. They, 
typically, were supposed to make the 
long journey to the invisible world 
end their choice and ceremonial con­ 
secrating in the fathers lodge was an 
elabrats ceremony. 
Fourth—Giving life to the Sacred 
Objects. The full 
consecration 
of 
the sacred objects of the tribe con­ 
sumated near the ch!er> lodge in the 
open and representing the male and 
female elements of the tribe and when 
consecrated placed on a pole. The 
objects were corn, feathered stems 
end a wild cat skin. 
Fifth—Mother corn asserts author­ 
ity. A series of songs, were sung and 
water was exemplified as a lesser 
power although one of the unseen, for 
they knew not from whence it came 
nor whether it went, but that mother 
corn needed K in growth. 
Sixth—The Messengers for the Son 
received. This was exemplified by 
the camp near the ceremony when 
the Hako rceived the messengers. 
Seventh—Touching the threshold of 
fie Hako lodge. Exemplifying )the 
cordial reception of the messengers 
by the Hako and the giving permis­ 
sion to enter. 
Eighth—A public degree. Heralds 
were sent to all the children and all 
were fed by the father, typifying the 
good news received from the Hako. 
(Ninth—Prayers to the invisible. The 
Hako makes four circuits of the pub­ 
lic lodge and as he was passing out 
the chiefs took him up and carried 
him to his lodge during whicfh all 
en gaged in prayer to the invisible. 
Tenth—The birth of dawn. All re­ 
tire except one who represents the 
Son. He watches the Hako as he rest 
tills the dawn of the morning when 
he silently and stealthily returns to 
his cabin. It is believed that the Ha­ 
ko Is in the invisible world during 
sleep and must not be disturbed. 
Eleventh—Chant to the Sun. Be­ 
ing a recognition of the male element 
In life. 
Twelfth—Thq vision, it is believ­ 
ed the father has had bound unto him 
a Son through the aid of

Kew Laws Become Effective iu Ohio, 
Columbus, O., Nov. 4.—Several of 
the new laws passed by the last leg­ 
islature went into effect today and 
two of them attract particular atten­ 
tion owing to their somewhat unusual 
character. One of the laws, which will 
Be of interest mainly to travelers who 
like to drink something stronger than 
grape juice or lemonade, (prohibits 
the selling of any alcoholic liquor on 
trains within the boundaries of the 
state. 
The other law is aimed at the mov­ 
ies and provides for a strict supervis­ 
ion of moving picture shows by a 
Board of Censors, headed by J. A. 
Maddox. Under the new law no pic­ 
tures will be permitted which show a 
person in the act of committing a 
crime. If any crime is necessary to 
the action of the plot ft may only be 
suggested, not actually shown. It will 
be proper, for instance to show pic­ 
tures of a man with a “jag,” but it 
will not be permitted to show the man 
In the act of acquiring the “loud.” 
Women dancing in tights or In diaph­ 
anous apparel and other vulgarities 
win also be barred and there win be 
no more sensational displays of at­ 
tacks upon policemen, train robber­ 
ies, cracking of safes, etc.
